Rather, select 
and write of something special, something numismatic, something 
of importance, original, unusual or creative about your club, its 
meetings, its officers and members. 

We feel sure you will like the new style and will help us to print 
stories of your activities that will have real news value. We will do 
everything we can to get your message to the readers.

SWEDISH MEDAL ART

(All medals illustrated are in the Royal Coin Cabinet, Stockholm) 


M EDAL ART, that branch of 
the great tree of the arts 
which holds a special inter- 
est and claims a particular care for 
numismatists, sprouted and grew, as 
we all know, in the time of the 
Renaissance. By about 1500 the 
medallist’s art had made its appear- 
ance outside of Italy, both in France 
and in the Netherlands. It was only 
after this that it appeared in Ger- 
many, and, by gradual stages, 
spread northwards and eastwards. 
When, in the year 1560, the first 
Swedish medal known to us was 
produced, there were large parts of 
northern Germany — but not the 
whole of it — that were ahead of us, 
besides Denmark and Poland. 

There is thus a period of 120 
years, or three generations, between 
the first appearance of medallic art 
in Italy and that in Sweden. Dur- 
ing this interval the face which art 
had then taken on had changed its 
expression: style, choice of subjects, 
size and shape, the manner of use, 
were now quite different from what 
they were in 1438, when Pisanello 
made his famous medal of the By- 
zantine Emperor John Paleologus. 
With this medal in mind it is easy 
to grasp the fundamental difference. 

The earliest Swedish medal por- 
trays one of Sweden’s most famous 
and most remarkable rulers, Gustav 
Vasa (111. 1). It was executed in the 
year in which he died. The reverse 
shows either a design of a crucifix, 
or the arms of the king. At the 
top, three links indicate how it was 


worn. In common with practically 
all Swedish medals up to the 1640s, 
this medal was intended to be worn 
by the highest personages in the 
kingdom (111. 2), by military officers, 
and sometimes — possibly in a sim- 
pler form and made of a less pre- 
cious metal — by members of other 
classes. Nearly all these pieces are 
works cast by goldsmiths with their 
characteristic and effective richness 
of detail. They are often enamelled 
in parts, and have very much the 
character of jewelry. The series of 
this type — and in their class they 
are often remarkable pieces of work 
— provides one outstanding excep- 
tion (111. 3), a puzzling piece in the 
history of Swedish medal art: the 
portrait of Gustav Vasa’s talented 
but unhappy son, Erik XIV, who 
was deposed in 1568. The elegant 
and vivid, but rather summarily 
treated portrait, with its jaunty, 
plumed beret, is drawn into its 
frame with extremely fine calcu- 
lation. It has not been possible to 
associate an artist’s name with this 
little masterpiece, but several parts 
of the continent have been con- 
sidered. The first signed portrait 
in the range of Swedish medals 
shows the youngest of Gustav 
Vasa’s sons, Karl, who much later 
reigned as Karl IX, and who died in 
1611. The portrait from the year 
1574, which is made by the Nether- 
lands goldsmith and mintmaster 
Gillius Coyet (d. 1599), belongs, with 
its serious realism to the time of 
the severe Spanish fashions in dress.

In the same group of medals 
meant to be worn, are portraits of 
yet another son of Gustav Vasa, 
Johan III (d. 1592), and some still 
more typical examples of the gold- 
smith’s craft, by Rupprecht Miller 
(d. 1624), in relief but without full 
modelling. We see in this piece 


Karl IX (111. 4), mentioned earlier, 
and now, about the year 1608, a 
prematurely aged man. On the 
other side are his sons, the eldest 
of whom, soon to be king, was the 
renowned Gustav II Adolph (d. 
1632). Of him also and, I should 
say especially of him, we have

medal portraits of this kind. The 
popularity that he enjoyed, par- 
ticularly with the Protestants in 
Germany, resulted in a great pro-

duction of medals dedicated to his 
memory or to his achievements. 
These are not, however, for the 
main part Swedish. The abundant 
succession of goldsmiths’ pieces 
with his portrait are assuredly 
Swedish productions.

This is true, too, of the time of 
his daughter and successor, Chris- 
tina, who was only six years old at 
the time of his death in 1632. Her 


portrait at just this time (111. 5) is 
preserved in a pendant-medal. No- 
table is the unconventional depiction 
of the ugly childish face. About 10 
years later we find her in a refined 
rendering, with a distinct accent 
upon precocious intellectuality. 

During this time Swedish medal- 
lie art receives, step by step, a new 
directive; it now begins to face in 
the direction of current events. The 
happenings of the time, more or 
less correctly depicted as being 
bound up with the crown, has 
claimed the artist’s interest. The 
history of Sweden of that time, with 
its perpetual wars, either of con- 
quest or in defense of its position 
as a great power, was not lacking 
in material to transform into poems 
in word and picture, which medals 
usually were or were meant to be. 

In the beginning there was a 
serious lack of artists. At first for- 
eigners, living outside of Sweden, 
made medals illustrating the events 
of the time in response to Swedish 
orders. As an instance may be 
mentioned Sebastian Dattler (d. 
1657). Here we have Dattler’s 
minute representation of the 18 
year old queen taking up the reins 
of government (111. 6). It must un- 
doubtedly be based upon a drawing. 
Notice the surfaces filled to the 
limit. We have here a realistic de- 
lineation. Often, or rather usually, 
realism had to yield to symbolism 
and allegory; from the end of the 
seventeenth century on into the 
eighteenth, which was right, was 
keenly discussed. The admired clas- 
sical antiquity afforded instances of 
both conceptions — symbolical alle- 
gory or naturalistic illustration. 

Both in the time of the gold- 
smiths’ cast medals when the Court 
was the principal orderer, and in 
the following period, which was the 
epoch of the struck medals dealing 
with topical events, the art style 
becomes to a great extent attached 
to the prince and to the state, with 
all that this might imply of guard- 
ianship and tutelage, along with the 
inclination to exploit art for propa- 
ganda purposes. The selection of 
symbol and allegory and the Latin 
language, for long so inevitable, all 
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of which necessitated cooperation contrast to the predominant ideals 
from learned persons, likewise cir- of the time.

There is a great contrast between 
Dattler’s medal and the one (111. 7) 
made by a real medal artist active 
in Sweden, an artist who was not a 
goldsmith. This medal, as well as 
other representations of Christina, 
was made by this artist, Erich 
Parise (d. c. 1666), with his strong 
pro-classical compositions directly 
influenced by the spirit of antiquity, 
and their consequent simplicity, 
which trait is rather unique in the 
history of medallic art of that time. 
Here indeed there is no horror 
vacui or “fear of open spaces.” It

with current events continues and 
adds pictures of the important men 
of the day in Sweden, and of the 
governing class under the crown. 
Next in the series of imported 
medal artists, J. G. Breuer (d. 1695), 
largely devoted his highly trained 
talents — excelling not only in steel 
engraving — to portrait medals of 
leading men in government circles 
during the 1660s, which was the 
high point in the history of aristo- 
cratic dominance in our country. 
The high relief and the decorative 
placing of the emblems on his med- 
als are to be noted. 

Another leading artist of this 
period, Anton Meybusch (d. 1702), 
who was finally in Danish service, 
was trained as a goldsmith. His 
work is easily recognizable by his 
elegant creations, with their soft 
flowing modelling, conspicuous, for 
instance, in his rendering of King 
Karl XI. The reverse, in which 
Jupiter’s contest with the Titans 
symbolizes the king’s victories, has 
something of the restless animation 
of the baroque. 

As and when the cast medal was 
abandoned, the combination of the 
coin-engraver and medal-engraver 
became the rule. The dominant art- 
ist in the field during each epoch 
became a government functionary 
engaged by contract. The first 
Swede of the time of the struck 
medal was Arvid Karlsteen (d.

When Karlsteen died, Sweden 
found itself without an expert in 
this field. Fate would have it that 
his successor was to be a man from 
far afield, and, at that time, still 
unknown: the Swiss, Johan Karl 
Hedlinger. During his Swedish 
period, from 1718 to 1745, he laid 
the foundations of an artistic re- 
nown, which the century did not be- 
stow in the same degree upon any 
of his colleagues.

the medal art often showed pro- 
nounced tendencies towards inter- 
nationalization, and not the least so 
in his time, it has been thought pos- 
sible to recognize in his work a 
certain Swedish touch — a predilec- 
tion for a relative simplicity. His 
portraiture, especially in the case 
of nonroyal personages, is often a 
fine character study (for instance, 
his portrait of the antiquarian 
researcher, Johannes Schefferus). 
Splendidly typical of the times is 
his allegorical scene from the burial 
of Karl XI (111. 8). Significative of 
much medal art, right down to re- 
cent times, we have here the blend- 
ing of realism and allegory. Cir- 
cumstances made Karlsteen’s time 
in Sweden, as well as in other parts 
of Europe, a boom period for the 
medallist’s craft. France’s and 
Louis XIV’s biography in medallic 
form had imitators in Sweden. The

distributes the Nobel prizes and has 
issued a medal annually since 1786, 
(the subject being a highly-deserv- 
ing fellow-countryman), and the 
Academy of Science, which made a 
practice of issuing, and later did so 
annually, a medal commemorating 
a Swedish member — acted as a 
stimulus for the practitioners of the 
medallic art. Thus, also, the acad-

(d. 1798) and Lars Grandel (d. 
1836), during their studies abroad, 
had absorbed certain of these 
trends. The former was influenced 
perhaps chiefly through his regular 
designer, Louis Masreliez (d. 1810). 
A scene of this kind shows Gustav 
III as Hercules mounting to Olym- 
pus after his death. Even Grandel 
worked sometimes after Masreliez’s 
drawings, as in an allegorical scene 


More independently, Grandel has 
made a medal with a prince, later 
Karl XIII, as Apollo. 

Not so deeply trained, C. Enhorn- 
ing (d. 1821) did not become so 
bound. He gave even a prince’s 
likeness a realism which resulted 
in truer historic documents. For 
medallic art classicism implied inter 
alia the removal of the deep-per- 
spective on the obverse. As abroad

on the continent, classicism ebbed 
out during the first half of the nine- 
teenth century into a conventional- 
ized medal art, characterized by a 
dry stiffness and bereft of personal 
initiative, but often possessing a 
high technical standard and by no 
means lacking either in talents nor 
in individual masterpieces. Let us 
consider Mauritz Frumerie’s (d. 
1854) scene dating from 1819 of a 
just completed canal (111. 13), or on 
the reverse of a medal by Johan 
Salmson (d. 1859), who later emi- 
grated to France, the medal being 
one bestowed by the Royal Academy 
of Letters, History and Antiquities, 
which illustrates sorrow over a de- 
parted member (111. 14) or, Per 
Henrik Lundgren’s (d. 1855) wax 
model for the medal in honor of a 
jubilee of King Karl XIV Johan, the 
former French Field Marshal Ber- 
nadotte, and Ludvig Persson-Lund- 
gren’s (d. 1854) portrait of King 
Oscar I. 

But as an artistic profession 
medal art in the middle of the nine- 
teenth century had sunk to the level 
of handicraft. It was not enough 
that drawings were made by others, 
but by the middle of the century 
competent artists were likewise em- 
ployed, as for instance, Carl Gustav 
Qvarnstrom (d. 1865), to make 

sculptural models. Such is the coro- 
nation medal of 1860 in an engrav- 
ing done by Johan Edvard Eriksson 
(d. 1871). Predominant in this pe- 
riod was a woman, Lea Ahlborn 
(d. 1898), whose work from the be- 
ginning was characterized by an 
impersonal conventionalism in style. 
In her old age she developed inde- 
pendence and became surer of her- 
self, with a concentration stressed 
with realism; such is, for instance, 
one of her good portraits from the 
1880s (111. 15) of a leader of one of 
the big industries. 

Characteristic of the times in the 
medal field is that the old official 
dynasty medal, which in Sweden 
during the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries was in great meas- 
ure due to the initiative of the Riks- 
dag (parliament), gradually suf- 
fered a sharp reduction in number. 
Simultaneously, the demands on the 


quantity of medal production in- 
creased from a host of organiza- 
tions in commerce and industry, in 
national defense, in sports and ath- 
letics. The large production of med- 
als brought in its train the found- 
ing of publishing firms. The swelled 
output could be coped with, thanks 
to new mechanical devices, espe- 
cially the reducing machine, but 
from the esthetic standpoint there 
was much to be desired. Simple, 
monotonous repetition resulted. In 
this situation new guidance came 
from Paris. Thence came, in the 
1860s, Johan Edvard Eriksson (d. 
1871), who had not time enough to 
accomplish great results, but none 
the less did create valuable works. 
The new system which gave the 
profession a new life for decades, 
and which came through the revolu- 
tion within French medallic art to- 
ward the end of the 1860s, is too 
well known to need description 
here. Eriksson did not live to enjoy 
its fruits; the one who did was 
Adolf Lindberg (d. 1916). Impres- 
sions from France have in his case 
emancipated the portraitist, instill- 
ing a careful realism, with a feel- 
ing for the great lines as well. His 
pictures of various faces from the 
decades around 1900 are now valu- 
able historical documents. It is in- 
teresting to note the difference be- 
tween his earlier (Elise Hwasser) 
and more recent pictures, in which 
impressions from France had left 
their mark (111. 16). 

I shall not go any further in my 
tale and will not prolong the discus- 
sion about the influence in our coun- 
try of the French medal, which 
later came to be still more evident; 
how new lines of thought, to some 
extent through sculptors, came into 
the picture; how the cast medal 
again became a factor to reckon 
with; nor about how the great cre- 
ations of the Renaissance in a 
higher degree, later inspired the 
time after c. 1915; nor relate how 
antinaturalistic and nonfigurative 
tendencies found their way into the 
picture. Many of our guests at the 
F.I.D.E.M. Congress of 1955 have 
during this time themselves created 
medallic history, a history not yet 
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surveyable in a manner that would 
make it possible to discern a clear 
pattern, but for which the Interna- 


tional Exhibition of Medals in 
Stockholm provided a remarkable 
opportunity for study and reflection.

English coinage. With the accession of the Tudor dynasty authentic por- 
traits of the reigning sovereign make their first appearance on the coins of 
the realm, and many new denominations, such as ryals or sovereigns in gold 
and crowns, half crowns, shillings, etc., in silver were added. In the time of 
Charles I we note a remarkable improvement in the art of die engraving, of 
which the celebrated Oxford crown is a good example; on the obverse of which 
is the king on horseback, with a view of the city of Oxford in the distance. In 
this reign a Frenchman named Briot, employed in the English mint, introduced 
the use of the mill and screw. (Dr. B. V. Head in Chambers's Encyclopedia, 
J. B. Lippincott Co., 1891).

In 1949, and also in 1950, the minting of one dollar pieces (token), 
0.720 fine, was projected in Taipei. Same was engraved by the artist 
Lin Chia-li, but the plan of circulating one dollar pieces had to be aban- 
doned. The idea for jettisoning the project to strike silver dollars was 
the monetary inflation sweeping Formosa in 1950, a factor which caused 
the dollar’s intrinsic value to exceed by far the face amount of the coin.

This date allegedly commemorates the anniversaries of (a) the 
Taiwan Bank and (b) the resumption of the presidency by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek.

The foregoing narrative shows that out of 65 official patterns struck 
by the Taipei (and to a small extent initially, also at Chengtu) Mint, 
only five were adopted for circulation. The balance of 60 specimens was 
not accepted, but remain interesting series of official essays. 


“ORPHAN ANNIE” DIME 

Kansas City’s old Westport landing, a numismatic shrine, furnished a 
part in the disappearance of almost the entire issue of the 1844 dimes. 

It was in 1930 when a Kansas Citian, the late Frank C. Ross, discovered 
the rarity of the dime after nearly 90 years of its existence, and gave the coin 
its name. He chose this name because the “coin had no buyers, and was just 
an orphan in the coin world.” 

As the story goes, the forty-niners, the gold miners of California, asked 
Washington for small change, preferably dimes. Almost the entire issue of 
the 1844 dimes was shipped by rail to Saint Louis, from there to Westport 
landing by boat, and from there overland by covered wagon. 

On the overland route, the covered wagon, with its cargo of 1844 dimes, 
was held up by Indians on horseback. The white men were killed, the wagon 
burned, and the dimes buried for safe keeping. Shortly thereafter the Indians 
cashed in, not with dimes, but with their boots on, taking with them the 
secret of the hiding place. For over a century now, the dimes have remained 
“coins in hiding.” — Harry Bosley, A.N.A. No. 26180 

The legends concerning this dime’s disappearance are many, among them 
the tale that most were lost at sea, lost in the Johnstown Flood, melted in the 
Chicago Fire, went over the border during the Mexican War, etc. — The Editor

An interesting example of ring 
money, which in ancient times was 
used in many countries such as Egypt, 
Ireland, and Britain, is shown by these 



bronze rings (illustrations reduced 
size). Eight of them were strung on 
a large spirally twisted bronze brace- 
let and served both as ornament and 
a convenient method of carrying this 
currency. The small rings were ac- 
tually currency, but the bracelets 
were not. 

BRACTEATES 
European Series No. 4 

The thin coins illustrated are of sil- 
ver and circulated in Germany, Bo- 
hemia, Hungary, Poland, Switzerland, 
northern Netherlands and other sec- 
tions of Europe during the Middle 
Ages. Some of the coins are so thin 
that they will float on water. 


These coins were made from a uni- 
face die, so the obverses are raised 
with the figure from the die, and the 
reverses show the same design de- 



pressed in the metal. They became 
popular about the middle of the 
twelfth century and were used until 
the latter part of the fourteenth 
century. Although of silver they were 
of little value and were used as small 
change. 

PIECES OF EIGHT 
European Series No. 5 
It is a little known fact that Span- 



ish and Mexican silver dollars, called 
“pieces of eight,” were the world’s 
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chief coin from 1600 to 1800, and were 
extensively used in the American col- 
onies. At the time these coins were 
minted the Spaniards issued pieces of 
eight, six, ten, twelve, and thirteen 
reales, hence the term “piece of 
eight.” 

The assemblies in some of the 
American colonies raised the legal 
tender value of the “pieces of eight” 
to an amount in excess of their ster- 
ling value. Nettels, in his Money Sup- 
ply of the American Colonies before 
1720 says: “Unquestionably, this sort 


of inflation offered an inducement to 
pirates to bring their gold and silver 
to ports where their legal value was 
highest. The pirates were also most 
active during the years when the as- 
semblies were raising the value of 
foreign coin; moreover, the colonies 
most guilty of harboring pirates 
placed the highest value on the kinds 
of money which the pirates seized.” 
This pirate money was frequently con- 
verted into pine tree shillings at the 
Boston Mint.

Book Review 

“A Handbook of the Coinage of the Byzantine Empire” by Hugh 
Goodacre published by Spink and Son, Ltd., London, 1957., illus., 261 pages, 
buckram, $15.00. 

After 25 years the late Hugh Goodacre’s handbook on Byzantine 
coinage has again been made available by Spink and Son. The new 
edition is essentially a reprinting of the earlier work originally published 
in three parts between 1928 and 1933 although a board of editors (R. A. G. 
Carson, J. P. C. Kent, A. Veglery, P. D. Whitting, and G. Zacos) have 
within the restriction of present printing costs brought the book to 
date by means of a comprehensive addenda. For example, the “portrait” 
coinage formerly attributed to Leo III (G-l to 4) is now assigned to 
Leontius II (695-698 AD). Numerous new specimens uncovered in recent 
years have been listed such as issues of Artavasdus and his son Nice- 
phorus, a “bust right” solidus of Justinian I, and numerous coins of the 
Macedonian era including one struck by Irene and Theodora during their 
brief joint reign in 1042. Most of these additions are illustrated. A 
valuable discussion of the inscriptions of the eleventh century clarifying 
titles was also placed in the addenda. 

The editors, with rare judgment, did not attempt to modify Goodacre’s 
original attributions (after the B.M.C.) of the “anonymous bronze” 
series but referred the reader to a recent review published in the 1955 
Numismatic Chronicle. The text’s only weakness is an inherent one, 
present from the beginning, in that many details of the bronze coinages 
are neglected. Several tables of denominations by mints and a few plates 
of illustrations of these coins would have been of great value to the 
beginning collector. The witty and charming historical sketches are 
present unchanged, and the coin lists are still the easiest of the standard 
guides to follow for the great bulk of collectors interested in this series. 

This book is a must purchase for all libraries and for individuals 
even remotely interested in Byzantine or Roman numismatics since it 
offers probably the finest source of information on the series in English. I 
am sure that any person who reads this text will certainly agree with 
the author when he says “an atmosphere of romance, strange and fasci- 
nating, hangs over Byzantine coinage” and such coins encountered in the 
future will possess an aura of empire not found in other series. Spink 
and Son is to be congratulated for reprinting this invaluable volume. —

Altered Date 1914-D 
Cents Offered for Sale 

Altered date coins always cause coin 
collectors a lot of difficulty but the 
problem is even more intensified now 
by the open production and sale of 
some that are frankly admitted to be 
altered dates. Specifically, the 1914-D 
cent is reported as being manufactured 
from 1944-D pieces and offered for 
sale to dealers at $1.00 each with 
accompanying statement that the 
coins are altered dates. Since it is 
possible that after one of these coins 
has passed through the hands of sev- 
eral owners it may be misrepresented 
as genuine, numismatists are warned 
to be careful when purchasing a 
1914-D. Look for the tell-tale signs 
of an (1) extra wide space between 
the one and four where the cross bar 
of the first four has been removed, 
and (2) the initials VDB on the trun- 
cation of Lincoln’s bust which are on 
1944-D cents but not on the genuine 
1914-D’s. 

Presentation to the 
Smithsonian Collection 

Recently the New Haven Bank 
N. B. A., seventh oldest bank in the 
United States, gave to the Smith- 
sonian Institution a copper plate used 
to engrave its paper money about 125 
years ago. Presentation was made by 
William F. Hasse Jr., bank comptrol- 
ler, and accepted by Dr. V. Clain- 
Stefanelli, Curator of Numismatics at 
the Smithsonian. The plate will be 
displayed in a room to show the 
progress of money in the new build- 
ing to be erected soon. Charles Tap-

pan and Company, New York and 
Philadelphia, engraved the plate in 
the 1830’s. There are four bills, $10, 
$20, $50 and $100, on the plate. Each 
note had a space where the first per- 
son receiving the bill entered his 
name, payable to that person or 
bearer. The payee then endorsed the 
bill, thus making it negotiable. The 
New Haven County Bank joined the 
national banking system on May 18, 
1865 and on August 28, 1915 merged 
with the City Bank of New Haven 
and the National New Haven Bank 
to become the New Haven Bank, Na- 
tional Banking Association. 

Iowa Convention 

The annual Iowa Numismatic Asso- 
ciation convention held at the Warden 
Hotel, Fort Dodge, Iowa, October 4, 
5, and 6, attracted collectors from 14 
states. Total paid registrations were 
184. 

Exhibit awards for five classes of 
collectors’ displays were given out at 
the Saturday evening banquet, held at 
the Hotel Warden. Don W. Jensen, 
Humboldt, member of the Associa- 
tion’s board of governors and general 
chairman of the convention, presented 
engraved plaques. The sweepstakes 
award for the best collection shown 
went to Harold Baker of Des Moines. 
Other awards were divided into five 
classes as follows: 

United States paper money: Harold 
Baker, Des Moines, first; William 
Fisher, Rolfe, second. 

U.S. coins: August Hausske, Chicago, 
111., first; Wyard Troja, Fort Madison, 
second.

P. H. Loomer, president of the 
Northwest Iowa Coin Club, host to the 
convention, gave the welcoming ad- 
dress at the banquet session and Lewis 
Reagan, Wichita, Kan., representative 
of the American Numismatic Associa- 
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tion made a few announcements and 
gave a short talk. Harold Baker, Des 
Moines, president of the INA, was 
master of ceremonies and gave a nice 
talk on the early history and settle- 
ment of Fort Dodge.

Counterstamped 

Quarter 

Dear Sir: 

Recently I obtained and now have 
in my possession a Liberty Standing 
quarter dated 1927-D. It is in very 
good condition. This is one of the 
scarce dates, there being less than one 
million coined. However, it does not 
fit into a collection of this series or 
type coin because it has been pur- 
posely stamped with a rather unique 
and well designed steel die. It con- 
sists of a circle, eight millimeters 
across, and within bearing figures and 
several letters. The whole thing is 
perfectly indented into both the ob- 
verse and reverse side of the coin. 
The shield that Miss Liberty holds 
forward is entirely covered, the circle 
being of the same size. On the reverse 
of the coin the stamping is squarely 
across the out-stretched left wing of 
the eagle, just above the body. Within 
and around the upper part of the 
circle appears the three letters, ANA. 
Underneath, and in a straight line 
across are the figures 603. Beneath 
these appears the letter T. in the bot- 
tom of the circle. If any readers have 
a knowledge of this coin the writer 
would like to hear from such person 
or persons. Is this an active number 
assigned to an A.N.A. member? Does 
the T. stand for the person’s name? 
Could the T. stand for Texas? At any 
rate it sets one to wondering.

The Way She 
Cleans Coins 

Dear Editor: 

“Glass Wax" is safe for cleaning sil- 
ver coins, works well on copper and 
is especially good for the 1943 zinc- 
coated steel cents because it leaves 
an invisible, protective coating which 
helps prevent tarnish. Copper coins 
will first appear light but will soon 
darken to a beautiful tone. 

It takes considerable time and effort 
to clean a set of copper cents - and 
since many collectors frown upon any 
method of cleaning, I do not advise 
cleaning those you wish to sell. How- 
ever, for well matched sets I plan to 
keep, I feel patience and efforts have 
been rewarding. Coins placed in open 
holders will remain bright if they are 
wrapped in a circle of “Saran-Wrap."

English coinage. The denier was introduced into England, under the name 
of the penny, by Offa, king of Mercia, previous to whose time the currency 
of the Anglo-Saxons had consisted of small silver coins (sceattas) and copper 
coins (stycas), which were rude copies of the Merovingian money. Under the 
Anglo-Saxon and early Norman kings local mints were established at all the 
considerable towns in England, and the penny bore on its reverse both the 
name of the town and of the moneyer by whom it was struck. (Dr. B. V.

I am a crank about condition, my policy 
having been always to put money into 
and seek the best possible specimens. So, 
the great majority of my notes are in 
uncirculated state. There are five degrees 
of grading: uncirculated, extremely fine, 
very fine, fine, and acceptable. A note 
is uncirculated or it is not. There are no 
about uncirculated, near uncirculated , 
very fine plus, etc. Here are listed my 
Legal Tender Notes, series of 1862, 1863, 
and 1869. In the months ahead look out 
for other Legal Tender Series, Coin 
Notes, Silver Certificates, National Bank 
Notes, etc. My cataloguing follows George 
Blake and Wayte Raymond’s books, but 
each note will be numbered according to 
Bob Friedberg’s excellent work. My offer- 


ings will leave few gaps from $1 to $100 
inclusive, in all series. 

How did I arrive at the pricing? Such 
notes as mine are worth whatever a dis- 
criminating and reasonable collector will 
pay. Auction records are not acceptable 
measurements. Many of my notes have 
never appeared at auction. During sales, 
ardent bidders, under the competitive in- 
fluence, set totals too high. Sometimes 
bidders “deal” with each other, resulting 
in worthy items going too low. Neither 
have I relied on the prices quoted by 
dealers in their ads or authors in their 
books. In my opinion, some of these are 
too high and some too low. What has 
guided me in setting what I consider fair 
prices is my knowledge of paper currency, 
gained by study over my forty-year col- 
lecting period; the definite swing of so 
many collectors to paper money in the 
last ten to fifteen years; the lack of stock
